It is believed th a t the state depart­ 
ment already has taken steps through 
M inister W u to Impress upon tile Chi­ 
nese governm ent the undesirability of 
the appointm ent of Prince

as 
grand secretary, and the painful im­ 
pression this appointm ent has created 
throughout this country. The effect of 
his appointm ent, if persisted in, it is 
said, m ight he to retard seriously the 
final negotiations, or in fact any nego­ 
tiations at all. 
The governm ent feels that it is much 
reinforced in Its present position 
by 
the note from Id 
H ung 
Chang, in 
which he gave positive assurance 
to 
the United States th a t he had suffi­ 
cient authority to protect all American 
Interests and would see th a t this a u ­ 
thority* w as 
exercised. Tile 
govern­ 
ment now looks upon this assurance 
as a g u arantee which m ust be fa ith ­ 
fully perform ed, as a condition prece­ 
dent to even the establishm ent ° f re­ 
lations w ith T.i and Prince Ching. If 
the appointm ent of Tuan promises in 
any m an n er to obstruct tile perform ­ 
ance of this pledge, then it would be 
clearly violatativo of the guarantee 
laid down and would w a rran t the im ­ 
mediate w ith d raw al 
of 
Mr. Conder 
from fu rth e r relations with the Chi­ 
nese envoys. 
So it appears th a t much 
more depends upon w hat T uan does 
than upon w hat he has done.

settled in a day; it can not be brought 
to completion in one presidential term 
nor even in two. Any form of govern 
ment which may be set up there, either 
by the present adm inistration or by 
Bryan (in the improbable event of his 
election), could not possibly be a final 
tty. 
The first steps must necessarily 
be tentative. 
Take our own Union, for example 
The war of the Revolution showed the 
weakness and inutility of the old Arti­ 
cles of Confederation. All our leading 
statesmen realized th a t a new form of 
government was necessary, or else the 
Thirteen Colonies would resolve them ­ 
selves into independent states. 
The 
Revolutionary war closed in 1781, bu 
it was eight years before the present 
constitution was adopted. 
If it required eight years in our own 
case, with the homogeneous 
popula 
tion, intelligent and competent, how 
long will it take in the Philippines to 
evolve a form that will meet the ad 
vancing needs of the people, while pre 
serving to them from the very first 
the personal guarantee of the United 
States constitution embodied 
in 
the 
bill of rights? 
It will be remembered 
th at in his instructions to the Philip­ 
pine commisison the president made 
these 
guarantees 
the 
fundam ental 
principles upon which they should act 
Though it will take years to bring 
this problem to a final and satisfactory 
conclusion, yet, were Mr. Bryan elect 
ed, he could in one day destroy our 
present financial system, bring govern 
ment paym ents to the silver standard, 
precipitate a financial panic, ruin our 
credit, and stop the march of indus 
trial progress. 
Worse than all, these 
conditions could not be changed for 
four years. 
Mr. Bryan is a m an who 
believes entirely in himself. He places 
his own theories and ideas above the 
experience of the world. Were he elect 
ed, we would have four years of na 
tional disaster, without the hope of 
escape. 
Is it worth while to bring about this 
condition of things simply because of 
an 
im aginary 
danger in the Philip­ 
pines? 
W ith the restoration of com ­ 
plete order there, the organization of 
the form of government upon which 
the T aft commission is now engaged, 
is necesarily tentative and temporary 
Remembering the fact th a t New Mex­ 
ico and Arizona have been under a 
territorial form of government for 50 
years, th a t Alaska was*for a generation 
after it fell into our hands without any 
organized government, is there any 
reason why the nation should ba h o t­ 
footed to establish the political future 
of the 
Philippines 
perm anently and 
finally? 
In point of fact, it can not 
be done and will not be done.

F our years ago the United States 
Treasury received $66,000,000 in gold 
from Europe, but it was all borrowed 
money, and had to be taken on hard 
term s for the treasury, in order to get 
it a t all. 
It was p art of $262,315,400 
borrowed a t 4 and 5 per cent by the 
last Democratic adm inistration, during 
perfect peace, largely because of the 
free trade th at B ryan helped to enact. 
W ithin recent m onths the American 
loans to the national treasuries of R us 
sia, 
Germany, 
and 
Great 
Britain 
am ount to $66,000,000 in gold, with 
$10,000,000 to Sweden now to be add­ 
ed. 
In the m eantim e the country has 
had more than tw o years of war, itself 
costing several hundred million dol­ 
lars, and the McKinley adm inistration 
has also borrowed over $800,000,000, 
.-ut to refund form er debts, and a t 2 
per cent interest in place of 4 and 5 
per cent th at the Democratic adm inis­ 
tration had to pay. 
Besides this, the 
McKinley 
adm inistration 
has made 
some substantial reductions upon the 
principal of the debt during its terra 
in spite of all the increased and ex­ 
traordinary expenses th a t it has had to 
meet. 
This simple record of actual results 
would itself stand as a splendid m on­ 
um ent of the adm inistrative skill of 
William McKinley and his assistants 
and a just ground for their continuance 
in power; 
but now comes one Bryan, 
W. J., with a double-barreled com­ 
plaint. 
One end of it is th a t the Re­ 
publican adm inistration is in favor or 
the perpetuation of the national debt, 
when the public records prove th a t it 
has been the Republican party th a t has 
paid on the public debt more th an 
2,000 million dollars in that way, and 
th a t the only increase since the civil 
war was the increase caused by the 
Democratic panic in the Democratic 
adm inistration, when Cleveland and 
Carlisle were compelled to borrow 262 
million dollars to meet current ex­ 
penses and stop the panic into which 
the Democratic policies had th ru st the 
country. 
As a Democrat. Mr. Bryan, 
it would seem, should wish to save his 
party from having these facts recalled. 
Instead he does even worse. In a speech 
at Monett, Mo., he said;

Money sent abroad for invest­ 
m ent m ust be sent for one of tw o rea­ 
sons—either the m an who sends the 
money over there thinks more of the 
people over there th an he does of the 
people here, and does It for love and 
devotion, or because it is a m atter of 
business; th at is, because he can in ­ 
vest it to a better advantage 
in a 
European country than he can in this 
country.” 
In a complete contradiction to th is 
statem ent In a New York special to 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, in com m ent 
upon the curious coincidence of Cleve- 
and borrowing $66,000,000 of E uropean 
gold, and four years later the A m eri­ 
cans lending to the greatest govern­ 
m ents of Europe $66,000,000 of gold. 
This E nquirer special says: 
If any ore talks with our financiers, 
these two t ransactions being th e sub- 
ect of the conversation, he will dis­ 
cover th a t w ithout any difference of 
opinion it is asserted th a t the earlier 
transaction, th a t of four years ago, is 
regarded as an indication of distress, 
em barrassm ent and serious financial 
and 
currency 
crisis in 
the 
United 
States. 
On the other hand the tra n s ­ 
actions of this year, in which th e order 
of creditor and debtor has been re­ 
versed in favor of the United States, 
is good proof of financial strength, of 


am atin g prosperity and of utterly u n ­ 
expected growth in wealth." 
These men m ust certainly know their 
own business, or they would not be 
entrusted with the vast responsibili­ 
ties th at they 
carry; and 
they 
are 
talking business, 
not politics, 
when 
they converse together upon a subject 
of such m om ent to the civilized world. 
Their explanation is. and all agree in 
it,that this changed relation is trace­ 
able exclusively to the trem endous in ­ 
crease in our commerce with E urope 
aud the East, especially to the increase 
in our sale of m anufactured products, 
an increase which in four years has 
crated for us a gross trade balance of 
not far from $2,000,000,000. 
They all 
say that it is this trade, supplem ented 
as it is by our enormous domestic 
trade, the m aintenance of which is 
shown by the character and quantity 
of our im ports as well as by th e clear­ 
ing house transactions, that has m ade 
this new relation possible. 
The simple question for every voter

State, will be of interest to the people 


in the city: 
“The grand jury for the September 
term of the 
common 
pleas 
court, 
which adjourned on Saturday evening, 
after a continuous session of six days, 
may best be described in the language 
of the boys as “hummer.” 
“During the week the body examined 
over 200 witnesses and returned 128 
indictments, ignoring 14 presentments. 
This ie a record not only unparalleled 
in the history of this court, but une­ 
qualled in the 
history of any other 
court in this section of 
the 
state. 
Much the larger part of these indict­ 
ments are for violations of the liquor 
laws, but there is a large number re­ 
turned against persons charged with 
minor offenses, and a few who will be 
called upon to answer to accusations 
of greater moment, including perhaps 
half a dozen involving penitentiary 
penalties. 
“Prosecutor Brookes is entitled to 
great credit for his efforts to bring 
offenders, great and smull, before the 
court to answer for their misdemean­ 
ors, and, although the resulting 
ex­ 
penses to the county will be consider­ 
able, the lesson taught the disorderly 
element will doubtless prove effective 
as a deterrent for the future. 
A re­ 
alization that offenses against the law 
will meet with prompt and summary 
punishment will do more than perhaps 
any other one influence to restrain 
those who contemplate a violation of 
the law. 
It is the knowledge of such 
certainty that the prosecutor is 
en­ 
deavoring to impress upon the minds 
of offenders, and if there be any who 
feel the slightest doubt of the earn­ 
estness of his purpose and the sincer­ 
ity of his actious, a glance at the ar­ 
ray of indictments returned by 
the 
grand Jury which concluded its work 
last week may do much to 
convince 
them that, in Columbiana county, if 
the way of the transgressor is not 
hereafter to be hard, it will not be 
the fault of Prosecutor Brookes.” 
Here follows a list of the indict­ 
ments against the saloon keepers who 
have pleaded not guilty and the arti­ 
cle closes as follows;

“I have receiver overtures from tw o 
or three interested parties, but I shall 
not aet until I hear more of the m at­ 
ter.

“Iu that case I shall take the matter 
nuder very serious consideration, very 
serious consideration,” he added, as if 
to em phasize the remark.

th at he would Im* glad to do anything 
In his power to help solve the problem 
w hich seriously affects so many souls. 
It Is had ou good authority that the 
cardinal has practically agreed to ar­

settlem ent of their disagreem ent to the 
head of the Catholic church in the 
U nited States. 
Cardinal ii jillions will probably go 
to Philadelphia today or tomorrow, 
and it is believed this trip will be In 
connection w ith the strike situation. 
H azleton, Pa., Sept. 28.—President 
M itchell has adm itted that he believes 
th at the mine operators have agreed 
to make the striking mine workers an 
offer of a IO per cent increase 
in 
w ages. 
Further than this Mr. M itchell de­ 
clined to talk. 
Scranton. Pa., Sept. 28.—At an In­ 
form al conference o f tho local opera­ 
tors the report < " the negotiations for 
settling the strike w as discussed and 
the concensus of opinion w as that the 
Influences reported to bi* at work to­ 
ward effecting a settlem ent are on a 
political hue to say the least, and that 
these Interests cannot advance any ar­ 
gum ent that will cause the operators 
to turn from the course they have 
mapped out, nam ely, fighting to a fin­ 
ish the threatened Invasion of the an­ 
thracite region by the United Mine 
Workers* organization. 
The general opinion here is that the 
Influences referred are o f such a pow­ 
erful nature that the operators can­ 
not w ell stand out against them and 
that the strike will be settled. 
The 
lines of sctiem ont will be as follows: 
The big carrying 
com panies 
will 
grant a slight reduction In tolls; the 
operators will raise the price of coal 
and the w ages of the miners w ill tie 
Increased accordingly to the percentage 
that the reduction In tolls and Increase 
In selling price will permit, the figur­

o f wages as the basis. 
On the m iners’ 
side it would be exacted

Sept. 28.—President 
Mitchell sent a telegram to Richard 
(filbert, secretary of district No. 2, 
United Mine Workers of America, at 
Clearfield, Pa., containing the follow ­ 
ing: 
“Issue circular letter Instructing all 
mine workers in Central Pennsylvania 
that they are not to load coal for 
shipm ent into m arkets formerly 
sup­ 
plied by anthracite operators. 
W e are 
Informed that the Philadelphia 
and 
Reading, D elaw are and Hudson, and 
the Jersey Central railroads are 
now 
attem pting to defeat anthracite strike 
by sending their 
ears 
into 
central 
Pennsylvania to 
have 
them 
loaded 
w ith bitum inous coal. 
Please comply 
w ith tills request at once.” 
President M itchell said that he had 
been w atching the 
bitum inous 
coal 
field closely for Just such a m ove as 
he alleges has been made by the rail­ 


roads m entioned iii his telegram aud 
he does not fear that they w ill make 
much of a success in getting the soft 
coal into the anthracite market. The 
m iners iu the central Pennsylvania re­ 
gion, he continues, are

thorough 
sym pathy with their fellow workmen 
In the eastern part of the state, and 
President M itchell feels sure that as 
soon as they find that the coal they 
m ay be loading or asked to load is to 
take the place of hard coal, they w ill 
refuse to handle it.

M inneapolis, 
Minn., Sept. 28.—The 
m eeting in honor of United States 
Senator A. J. 
Beveridge

the most imposing political dem onstra­ 
tion ever held in M inneapolis since the 
Republica*! national convention about 
eight years ago. Mort* than 5,(HK) men 
were in the parade which the senator re­ 
viewed, and more than 7,000 heard 
him speak, others being turned aw ay. 
The speech w as delivered at the Expo­ 
sition building. In the hall where Ben­ 
jam in Harrison defeated Jam es 
G. 
Blaine for the presidential nomination 
in 1802. 
A feature of the parade w as 
the 
marching of the 
Roosevelt 
Rough 
Riders* club, of St. Paul, the Original 
“ R oosevelt” club, organized April 24. 
1900, two months before the nom ina­ 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt for the vice pres­ 
idency. 
Fully three-fourths of 
the 
men In 
line were uniformed in khaki and wore 
the regulation rough rider uniforms, 
even to the cam paign hats aud leg­ 
gins. 
The exposition m eting w as m ost en­ 
thusiastic and Senator Beveridge w as 
given a rousing reception. Preceding 
h»m on tho program of speeches were 
Gubernatorial Nominee Van Sant and 
Dr. A. A. Ames, nom inee for mayor 
of Minneapolis. 
Senator Beveridge’s speech w as al­ 
m ost two hours long, the greater part 
of It being devoted to 
our 
present 
prosperity and the method by w hich it 
can he continued. 
He said 
that 
it 
could not he continued by any formula 
of adm inistration, but that a continu­ 
ing prosperity depended 
upon 
con­ 
stantly adding to the 
markets 
for 
American products. “This,” said he, 
“is the purpose of 
the 
Republican 
party. 
Tt invents new policies to meet 
new and changed conditions. 
It is the 
party of commercial growth as well as 
territorial growth. 
That is w hy Re­ 
publican adm inistration alw ays means 
American prosperity and that is why 
Democratic 
adm inistration 
alw ays 
m eans commercial disaster.” 
Sn iii the senator: “Look at the record 
of which every man here lins personal 
knowledge; 1880 to 1884 the Republican 
party and prosperity; 1884 to 1888 the 
Democratic party and tho beginning of 
hard tim es: 1888 to 1892 the Republi­ 
can party. Harrison and prosperity: 
1892 to 1896 the Dem ocratic party and 
tho consum m ation of hard tim es; 1896 
to 1900 the Republican party. W illiam 
M cKinley and the highest tide of pros­ 
perity that has ever sw ept around the 
world. 
And* now w ith an audacity 
that is astonishing 
tho 
Democratic

Senator Beveridge analyzed at length 
the causes of the present prosperity 
and the new conditions which it w as 
necessary to create In order that the 
present prosperity m ight be continued.

ME. B&YAN'S SILLY COMPLAINT?, 


W ashington, Sept. 28.—T he state de­ 
partment has been advised by Sheng, 
the taital of Shanghai, of the appoint­ 
ment of Prince Tuan, the father of the 
heir-apparent of China, as grand secre­ 
tary to the emperor, lie says nothing 
of the reported designation of Tuan as 
president, or a member, of the privy 
council, and it is believed here that it 
is entirely according to Chinese form s 
for a prince of Tuan’s rank to till both 
posts simultaneously. 
It has been asserted with great en­ 
ergy in some of the continental papers 
that the course of the United States. 
in rejecting the German proposition 
relative to the surrender of Chinese 
officials, directly Inspired the empress 
dowager to the appointment of Tuan 
to be grand secretary in defiance of 
the powers. The records of the state 
d ep a rtm en t show that Tuan’s appoint­ 
ment was publicly announced Septem­ 
ber 23, having occurred several days 
previously. 
On the other 
hand 
the 
state department did not make public 
its answer to the German note until 
September 23. 
It is believed that the state depart­ 
ment already has taken steps through 
Minister Wu to impress upon the Chi­ 
nese government the undesirability of 
the appointment of Prince Tuan 
as 
grand secretary, and the painful im­ 
pression this appointment lias created 
throughout tills country. The effect of 
his appointment, if persisted in. it is 
said. might be to retard seriously tile 
final negotiations, or in fact any nego­ 
tiations at all. 
The government feels that it is much 
reinforced In its present position 
by 
the note from Li 
Hung ( hang, in 
which he gave positive assurance 
to 
the United States that he had suffi­ 
cient authority to protect all American 
interests aud would see that this au­ 
thority* was 
exercised. The 
govern­ 
ment now looks upon this assurance 
as a guarantee which must be faith­ 
fully performed, as a condition prece­ 
dent to even the establishment of re^ 
lations with LI and Prince Ching. If 
the appointment of Tuan promises in 
anv manner to obstruct the perform­ 
ance of this pledge, then. it would be 
clearly violatntive of the guarantee 
laid down and would warrant the im­ 
mediate withdrawal

Four years ago the United States 
Treasury received $66,000,000 in gold 
from Europe, but it was all borrowed 
money, and had to be taken on hard 
terms for the treasury, in order to get 
it at all. 
It was part of $202,315,460 
borrowed at 4 and 5 per cent b> the 
last Democratic administration, duiii.g 
perfect peace, t largely because of tile 
free trade that Bryan helped to enact 
Within recent months the American 
loans to the national treasuries of Rus­ 
sia, 
Germany, 
aud 
Great 
Britain 
amount to $66,000,000 in gold, witu 
$10,000,000 to bweden now to be add 
ed. In the meantime the country has 
had more than two years of war, itself 
costing several hundred million doi 
lars, and the McKinley administration 
has also borrowed over $800,000,000, 
oat to refund former debts, and at 2 
per cent interest in place of 4 and 5 
per cent that the Democratic adminis­ 
tration bad to pay.

switfly away from the bears lu the 
very crisis of their distress, and there 
was a notable recalling of stocks which 
bad been loaned to tile > ^ 
on ad­ 
vantageous terms for a lei ^ .me past. 
This could only be th** result of power 
ful manipulation to force tee shorts to 
buy stocks to cover. But while these 
facts were obviously true, the upward 
reaction could hardly have l>een pre 
cipitated or extended to the length it 
has without a strong revulsion of spot 
illative sentiment from the depression. 
which has Induced the liquidation for 
some time past.

cr<*dit for this revulsion must lie given 
to the growing conviction strengthened 
by significant admissions from authori­ 
tative sources, that active negotiations 
are going forward between the anthra 
cite coal operators ami the miners and 
that a basis of settlement has been 
formulated with good hope of success. 
When price* are once forcibly diverted 
in a given direction in Wall street, 
sentiment on all polut* is made to con­ 
form to the new order of things.

alons of the coming stringency of the 
money market. The downward plunge 
of sterling exchange of a full half
